t-  •.■thing  the  Housing  question  and  our  young  people  are  at  la.st 
p-:‘-  'Ang  homes  fit  to  live  in. 

The  number  of  Deaths  alsoj;^'  shows  a small  increase  but  I 
f'-'c],  ':hot  this  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  so  many  elderly 
pco^'le  come  to  spend  their  days  of  retirement  in  our  Borough, 

This  is  shown  I think  by  the  '^'Causes  of  Death”  totble. 

In  this  your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  tha.t  by  far 
the  greater  number  of  deaths  have  been  due  to  Heart  Diseases  and 
Intracronial  Vascular  Lesions  ( This  latter  category  includes 
Cerebral  Kaemorrhages,  an  affection  of  old  age.) 

In  Section  ”B”  I have  again  referred  to  the  conditions 
under  w'hich  the  various  Clinics  are  working  and  I beg  to  urge 
you  to  see  that  no  undue  time  is  wasted  in  getting  the  ncsedful 
alt r-rati-::.ns  done  to  the  proposed  new  premises  so  that  the  "Rccy  ox 
r:-:ur- ’ may  become  a "Burst  of  Sunshine”,
